CHICAGO, April 19.— Eight firemen 


and 'William Behr, a laborer, were 
killed and a score of persons, includ- 
ing two women, injured, some prob- 
ably fatally, last night when a wall of 
a burning four-story box factory- col- 
lapsed after an explosion. The fire- 
men were trapped on the fire escape 
of the structure, on ladders on it, or 
on a fire tower playing streams on 
the blazing roof. Tons of masonry 
swept down so suddenly that none 
could reach safety. Flying stones and 
bricka Injured spectators. Police and 
firemen, aided by- volunteer rescuers. 
dug frantically m the smouldering 
ruins all night searching for others 
thought to have perished. A check 
up showed only 
one man of

company 12, first to respond to the 
alarm, not in a hospital or morgue, 
or reported missing. 
An inquiry to determine the cause 


of the rapidity of the fire's spread 
and the explosion was begun by the 
coroner and chief of police. Stories 
that quantities of benzine had been 
stored in the building and that dis- 
satisfaction existed in the neighbor- 
hood because of the top floors had 
been leased recently to a negro church 
tvere^jfee main points of investiga- 
tion. 
The building known as Curran hall 
has been .a Ghetto landmark fifty 
years. The .flameg had been lapping 
at the upper stories nearly an houi 
before the explosion and a score of 
fire companies were working to pre- 
vent the spread of flames through the 
thickly populated tenement sections

Numerous acts of heroism were 
performed by rescuers, who crowded 
into the steaming ruins. Clergymen 
donned Tire helmets and coats and 
gave spiritual consolation to the dy- 
ing.

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NEED LAWS FOR BRAKE CONTROL

be referred to aa a finished product. 


Method Used 


In making these tests the engi- 
neers used a decelerometer developed 
by Bureau of Standards men. This 
instrument recorded more accurately 
than any previous system the distance 
required for a oar to stop from a giv- 
en speed. The popular system here- 
tofore, which is still in use by police 
officials in various cities, was tp have 
a motorist reach a designated line 
across the road atr a given speed and 
aoply the brakes as he crossed the 
line 
The distance of his stopping 


point from the line marked the ef- 
flciencv of his brakes, as related to 
the standard set by the local autho'-- 
itles. Even this standard may vary 
according to the Judgment of the vari- 
ous officials. 
It was one of the purposes of the 
Bureau of Standard test to deter- 
mine standard of braking efficiency 
for various kinds of automobiles, so 
that police may not have to rely on 
a more or less arbitrary- decision. 
Use of the decelerometer and adop- 
tion of a U. S. standard might re- 
sult In better and more scientific in- 
spection of brakes by police. 
According to the Bureau of Stand- 
ards test, the average stopping dis- 
tance for a four-brake car going 20 
miles an hour was 21 1 feet on a 
dry pavement and 26.8 feet on a wet 
road. Tet the stopping distances for 
such CATS tested varied from 16 to 
26 feet on a dry road, and from 14 
to 40 feet on a wet road 
Improvement Needed 


Two-wheel brake cars stopped at 


an average of 36 feet on dry road, 
and 53.3 feet on wet pavement. The

Only one of the SO or more 
cars tested skidded on dry pavement, 
and that car. It was found, had poor- 
ly adjusted brakes.

So he wrote "Rasselas." in one 
week, getting therefrom enough to 
pay funeral expenses. 


Many authors, inspired by "Ras- 
selas." forget to give Dr. Johnson 
credit. 
Not so D. K. Broster. 
His 
new romance. "Mr. Rowl" (Double- 
day, Page), frankly contains a quota- 
tion from "Rasselas," before each 
paragraph, thus ever keeping before 
the reader a reminder of the author's 
Indebtedness. 
"Mr. Rowl" will be enjoyed by all 
who like Sabatini's romances. 
His 
characters contain much the same 
devil-may-care spirit. One meets the 
soldier-adventurer, 
utterly 
fearless, 
who wins the fine lady from her aris- 
tocratic suitor. 
There's on* quality one finds in 
Broster1* hero he will not discern in 
Sabatini's. 
That is a humility that 
is refreshing. 
Babatini would likely 
have his hero sweep his lady-fair off 
her small feet and carry her to the 
altar. But Raoul des Sablieres. who 
can face jMillets and swords without 
flinching, Ts so meek when he finally 
discovers Juliana loves him, that she 
is forced to p'ropose. 


What is the test of greatness? Is 
it initiative?

The true author will in- 
sert a. bit of humility into his hero 
if he wishes him to live in literature. 


Humility is almost unknown in this 
city, while it may be found in abun- 
dance in 
midwesfern 
and western

••f the great upheaval, and at the same time to 
•hed -a startling new light upon the general 
Structure of.the earth crust upon "which we live. 


Two phases of the theory which are of really 


thrilling haman interest, are .these: 


First, that Japan is in an exceptional danger 


zone, wholly different, 'for instance, from San 
Francisco and Southern Italy, and that Japan 
may some day suffer the fate/of the mysterious 
lost Atlantis and be completely engulfed, in, a 
combination of earthquake and tidal wave. 
* Second, that the earthquake zones of America, 
which are chiefly the Pacific coast and the At- 
lantic coast near Charleston, South Carolina, 
are .protected in such a way that a like mis- 
fortune will probably never happen to them- 
There may be serious.local American earthquakes 
In the course of history, but never a disaster of 
the proportions that swept Japan, never One that 
Would threaten the engulf ing of a great land area. 


How can science read the future to that ex- 


tent? 
, The answer is: Partly by studying the past, and 
partly by daring speculation—but speculation 


- which-has a big chance of "being right because it 
is bawd on atJfurate reasoning. 


The globe on which we live consists, as you 


know, of a more;x>r less hot central core and an 
.outside cold envelope or crust. Ever since the 
earth has possessed this rock envelope, Nature 
has been engaged in spasmodic efforts to fit it 
about a constantly cooling and shrinking interior; 
and, as Jacques W. Redway, F. R. G. S.- 
points out, "thereby hangs the tale of 
the jars and tremors which tradition 
galls earthquakes. 


"Little by little the interior of the

earth is 
losing its 
heat; hence 
it is shrinking 
in size, 'But the 
rock envelope must

a r o u n d the shrinking 
interior, and by this process 
wrinkles and folds are formed. 


"The great mountain chains 


,- are the wrinkles of the earth's 


rock envelope," and it is along 
these wrinkles, or near them, 
that the crumpling and break- 
ings known as earthquakes 
generally occur." 


All this has "been already 


known. But now comes Pro- 
fessor Kober's theory, adding 
new material to it. 


He, believes, in brief, that 


he has discovered that the 
earth's crust is made up to-day 
of a great-number of irregular" 
solid blocks—some almost as 
big as a continent or ocean—

and that in the body of these continental blocks 
there can be little or no breaking up or earth- 
quakes. He believes that these great blocks are 
separated by plastic — that is, softer — zones. 
These plastic zones, of course, are earth and 
rock. too. but not as firmly knitted together 
as the blocks. 


What he believes happens is this: As the earth 


cools inside, two of the great blocks move slowly 
toward each other. They press against the plastic 
zone between. As pressure increases, the plastic 
zone buckles, either upward or downward, or 
both, and from this movement you have wrinkles 
and breaks in the earth's surface — mountains, 
earthquakes and other irregularities- 


Professor O. H. T. Rishbcth, of Southampton 


University, outlining this part of the Kober 
theory in the British scientific journal, "Dis- 
covery," says: 


"As the earth contracts, the blocks are brought 


closer together. 
By their nature and position 


they have little choice of movement. At first, 
they will draw together in one and the same 
horizontal plane. They arc the active agents. 
exerting pressure. 
The brunt of their onsets 


must be born* by the plastic zones. These plastic 
zones one must Aink of at first as in their hollow 
stage (like the ocean floor around Japan), sea-

of rock. As pressure continues, thi; 


iloor bulges and buckles." 
As this continues there finally comes some- 


times a great smash, under strain, and the result 
in the case of the late Japanese earthquakes is 
that whole cities are destroyed and more than t 
million people killed. 


Never indeed, in known history, has there been 


such a smash as this one—unless we accept the 
disappearance of the lost continent of Atlantis 
which is described only in legends. 


The 
classic 
tragedies 
of 
Pompeii 
anc 


Herculaneum in 79 A. D. were alight compared 
with the fate of Tokio and Yokohama. Pompeii 
had a population £>f only 20,00p, and the loss of 
life was only about 2,000. Herculaneum was a 
mere suburb of Pompeii, and had less than 1,000 
dead. 


Professor Kober's map of earthquake dangei 


zones shows that Japan, being detached from an; 
great solid, continental block, could conceivably 
disappear completely under the ocean as the re- 
sult of an even greater cataclysm than that which 
occurred. 


In considering the geologic possibility of sue! 


an ultimate fate for Japan, it is interesting t< 
note that another such detached earthquake zons 
occurs in the Atlantic Ocean a few hundred miles 
*• • 
west of Gibraltar off the Spanish and African 
coasts, in exactly the spot where the ancient 
writers say the lost continent of Atlantis once 
existed. 


Plato mentions Atlantis', and it was believed 


in his time to have disappeared by an earthquake 
like that which recently shook Japan, but evei 
more tremendous in force. He says: 


"This Atlantis was a continent lying ovel 


against the Pillars of Hercules (modern Gib- 
raltar), in extent greater than Xibya and Asia 
(minor) put together, and was the passage to 
other islands and toward another continent (pos- 
sibly America). This mighty power was once 
arrayed against Egypt and Greece and all the 
other countries bordering; on the Mediterranean. 
Then did Athens bravely, and won renown over 
the whole earth. For at the peril of her own ev 
istcnce she repelled the invader. A little whfl< 
afterward there was a great earthquake and tih« 
warrior race all sank into the earth, and the great 
island of Atlantis also disappeared into th* deep 
sea." 


Many modern scientific writers have believed 


that this lost Atlantis, about which so many 
romances have been written, was wholly mythical 
but in the light of the Kober theory of eaztl 
blocks and earth structure, it is quite likely tfca 
it may have existed and disappeared in much th 
manner described by the ancients, and that othe: 
modem islands and island continents, in amflai 
zones may in time suffer a like fate.
